U. S. Forces 
Japanese To 
Rebuild Korea 


TOKYO, Monday, Sept. 8—(4)— 
Japan is being forced by the 
United States to rebuild and gup- 
ply Korea, the nation it regarded 
as a colony in its days of con- 
quest and empire. 


That was disclosed today in Gen. 
MacArthur’s latest report on Ko- 
rea, which said that Japan is 
Korea’s chief source for parts and 
machinery for industrial rehabili- 
tation. 

Textiles, chemicals, drugs and 
wood and paper products are be- 
ing poured into Korea from Japan 
as the United States seeks to re- 
build the southern half of that 
country, which it occupies. 

A recent report of Japan’s 
Board of Trade said Korea had 
replaced the United States as the 
top consumer of Japanese prod- 
ucts. 

MacArthur’s réport, covering the 

month of May, said 18,889 . Jap- 
anese refugees had returned from 
North Korea and 1,149 from Man- 
churia. 
Despite this increase, Japan 
was required to help Koreans by 
shipping summer vegetables to 
carry them over a food shortage, 
caused by short crops, the report 
added.

Grandstand quarterbacking, as done by 
vigilant Grand Juries, serves to keep pub- 
lic servants on their toes and mindful of 
the fact that they are public servants.

Must Outsiders Always 


Georgians will welcome the news that 
the old gold mines around Dahlonega are 
being reopened and face profitable opera- 
tion. 


But there is an all-too-familiar pattern 
about the story. -The mines were discov- 
ered 119 years ago by a minister, so leg- 
end goes, who picked up a gold nugget to 
throw at a squirrel. In 1831 the mines 
were producing sufficient gold for the 
United States to establish a mint at Dah- 
lonega to handle the shipments. The first 
shipment amounted to $210,000. 


Since that time many individuals have 


accumulated small fortunes from the | 


mines, but there has been no sustained op- 
eration, no intense intelligent effort to 
produce all the gold of which they were 
capable. All during Reconstruction Days, 


when Georgia and the South desperately . 


needed all the wealth of whatever nature 
that it could find, the mines remained 
idle. 

Today, 119 years after being discov- 
ered, it appears that the mines will be 
worked properly. If Georgians had con-

A Dark Room 
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After I had checked into the hotel at Douglas, | 


Ga., and had a shower and was in bed trying |, 


: to sleep, memories came back and they, with the 
heat, kept me awaké@ for a long time. 


The Atlanta Crackers trained in Douglas in 1930, with Johnny 
Dobbs as manager. It was a fairly ancient but very expensive 
collection of players he had, and it was a cold, rainy Spring. 
The smell of arnica mingled with the aroma of Coffee County 
Kaper Ketchup as the aging athletes.sought to keep the Spring 
chill out of their bones. 


It would not be thought that in such an atmosphere one would 
come upon the miracle of prayer, and yet I did, although I must 
confess to great skepticism at the time. In fact, had you asked 
me about it, 1 would have scoffed at the probability of its working 
at all. 

It was this way—as they say. 


Chill There was a photographer along, a very able one, who 
had devoted himself assiduously to keeping the chill out 
of his bones. He had had some success, but he had become a 
charge upon his friends, who finally had arrived at the frame of 
mind wherein they would have preferred him to get a chill. 


There was another photographer along who was deeply religious, 
to the extent of filling pulpits in the churches at the evening 
services. His chief subject was concerned with how he had been 
saved from the ravages of the demon rum. His stories of the days 
when he was a rum pot were horrendous and frightening and, 
for all I know, true:

He was not comforted greatly by the explanation that possibly 
his half was on top and they had to pour it out to get to the 
bottom half. 


At any rate, it was poured out and I went on my way little

Results That was 17 years ago and to this day the subject of 

the prayer has not had a drink of anything stronger 
than milk. He quit, and he believes the prayer helped. At any 
rate, he quit then and there. He and the demon parted forever, 
to meet never more.

The person who was doing the praying and the preaching in 
pulpits fell from grace within a few months and became one of 
the worst rum pots in our town. He was in and out of jail and 
was around cadging quarters for drinks. His wife was forever 
calling in John Law to rescue her from him, and all in all he 
became a terrible bum. 


I have heard contradicting reports, and I hope the better ones 
are true; but where he is, and whether potted or sober, I do not 


know. I can only. hope for the latter.

Before journeying 
to Moisson and the Jamboree they were taken on trips through 
Holland and Belgium, using their ship as a base.

The country is beautiful. Rotterdam, which the German Air 
Force tried to destroy, is building back, more beautiful, they say, 
than ever. 


“We talked with Rotterdam Boy Scouts during the two hours 
we were in that city and they told us of the great hardships they 
all had undergone. They say they are moving down the road to 
recovery now, under the guidance of their Queen. 


“They need Scout clothing very badly and we are going to 
send them some. 


“T was very much interested in the way the 
Dutch people farm. Not an inch of ground is

cabbage, onions, wheat are some of the food crops we saw. 


“We visited Bastoigne, the town smashed during the Battle 
of the Bulge. They are trying to build back but, because of lack 
of material, progress is slow. 

“We saw a great farming area in Belgium. One of the great 
needs today of these farmers is modern farm equipment. If they 
can get that, they should be able to increase their production by 
at least 50 percent. 

“The Belgian horses took my eye. They are big and strong.

“We traveled by train from Holland to Moisson,

ment is old, but the tracks are new, as most were destroyed by the 
Germans, and we made good time. 

‘. . « The greatest thing at the Jamboree was the exchange of 
badges, equipment and what have you between the Scouts of the 
different countries. 

“Our boys got a great thrill out of their tour of Paris. They 
bought many articles as souvenirs, with Chanel No. 5 leading 
the list. 

“We visited the cave where the German General, Rommel, had 
his headquarters, and we crossed the Seine at Moisson at one of the 
places where our American boys crossed in the war. 


“The Jamboree was a great step to-

different countries learned to know each other and their ways. 

“Whenever our national anthem was played, all Scouts within 
hearing, of whatever nationality, would snap to attention. , They 
all always saluted the American flag. And we reciprocatéd. I 
think some of the French people were a little surprised—but high- 
ly pleased—when our American Scouts would snap to attention 
and stand so while the French national anthem, the Marseilles, 
was played. 

“On our return journey we sailed from Le Havre. This port 
was completely destroyed in the war and is still in bad condition. 
We saw many sunken ships in the harbor. 


All was well on our return voyage until 
when we were about 18 hours out, when 
they opened the PX. All the Scouts bought candy and, for the 
next three days, with a rough sea, everybody was hanging over 
the rail. 

“I know all about that. Never in my life have I been so sick. 

“But summing up my impressions, I believe we should send 
to Belgium, Holland, France and other countries of Western Europe 
plenty of good farming equipment.

Ss WASHINGTON—Until British Foreign See, 
, Bevin clarifies his statement about the “redis- 
Be tribution” of American gold at Fort Knox, it 

will be difficult to discuss the matter intelligently. 
Treasury officials are baffled by the proposal. He did not 
elaborate, and hence the only interpretation that can be placed 
on his remarks, if we accept them at their face value, is that 


there were some 700 of them—| he wants the United States to give away all of the gold we have 


accumulated over the plush years. 

That certainly is a baffling proposal, coming from the source 
it does. If it came from a Townsendite or some advocate of the 
Coin Harvey school of finance we might write it off for what 
it was worth—nothing. Bu® we have a ‘right to expect more 
from a man of Mr. Bevin’s standing. His position is comparable 
to that of Secretary of State Marshall in

Gold in itself is not the answer to the problem which Foreign 
Sec. Bevin would correct by having us redistribute throughout 
the world our holdings of the precious metal. 

If foreign countries are in need of gold to stabilize their cur- 
rencies, they can get all they want from us at a fixed price—$35 
an ounce, which is exactly what we paid for most of what we 
have got. 

Even if we dug up the metal we keep buried at Fort Knox 
and redistributed it, all or most of it would come back to the 
same sheltering place in due time. 


The lack of dollars or the lack of gold is 
not the root of the problem which is dis- 
tressing the British and other European countries sorely in need 
of goods we alone are presently able to supply. Their real problem 
is lack of production. 

It is reflected by the situation in Britain, where approximately 
$1,500,000,000 more a year is being spent for goods brought in 
from other countries than the amount returned from their own 
exports. That constitutes a heavy drain on their resources. It is 
like a family living beyond its income. 

It seems foolhardy and nonsensical to ask us to give away. the 
gold we have accumulated to tide over the European countries 
until they can get back to normal production. We are willing to 
help and are -helping in a very substantial way, but what Mr. 
Bevin appears to suggest is too much. 


: Our stock of gold is now up to $21,765,767,219, 
Three-Fifths as of Sept. 2, according to Treasury officials, 
Roughly, this is some three-fifths of the world’s physical supply. 

We got it by offering to buy all that was offered at $35 an 
ounce. Prior to 1934 the world price was some 320 an ounce, 
The late President Roosevelt boosted the price to the higher figure 
as a means of stimulating our export trade and business in general. 
It had the effect of increasing the purchasing power in dollars of 
gold held abroad by some 75 percent. 

At the time of the revaluation in 1934 the Treasury held gold 
to the amount of $3,227,567,273. This was increased to a value of 
$5,464,674,839 by the Roosevelt order, an increment of $2,237,107,- 
566. Subsequently, stocks offered and purchased brought our 
holdings up to the present figure. , 

Obviously, the world would not have sold us the gold unless 
it had considered the higher price profitable. Now. that we have 
bought most of it, Mr. Bevin wants us to give it back—or so he 


seems to propose. 

: Some observers take a more charitable view 
Another View of the British Foreign Secretary’s proposal 
and say he really did not mean to suggest that we give away our 
gold, but rather had in mind a system of credits by which we 
would undertake to help European countries get their industrial 
production back to normal. 

If that is wha: he meant, he certainly took a clumsy way of 
expressing it. The weight of evidence is on the other side, how- 
ever, and will have to be accepted until and unless he makes 
some clarifying statement. 

In the meantime, of course, there is not the slightest chance 
of the United States becoming a party to any such scheme.
